The problems with the state and its 
police develope seriously only 
when the revolutionary process 
leaves traces behind. The most i 
famous of,traces are the finger¬ 
prints you may leave behind at a 
.place where you have been or on aK 
object which you have hahdled or 
just ttouched. It seems however re¬ 
lative easy to avoid fingerprints, 
by simply wearing gloves. s ut so 
gloves avoid fingerprints they do 
not necessarily avaid leaving tra¬ 
ces from the gloves, even socalled 
micro traces. The other most usual 
traces are traces of tools which 
-virtually unavoidable if ~ 
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are virtually unavoidable if yojr 
have to use them for gaining entry 
somewhere. •• '‘here are also the 
traces of explosives and chemicals 
used in the manufacturing of all 
kinds of bombs.••traces which canm 
be seen with-the bare eye... in th 
clothes, hair, under fingernails, 
in the nose...not to forget the 
traces left by shoes again often • 
not really visible. From my own, 
personal point of view the ability 
of the state wi th the help of scie:

Unquestionable most more over 
revolutionary processes of to< 
day take place in the develo¬ 
ping world. Be it in Sojrth— 
America, Africa, Asia. In Eu¬ 
rope the homeground of an 
decaying, decadent race the 
revolutionary process-is much 
more covered, even to use the 
term of the repressive agen¬ 
cies of the advanced/decaying 
capitalist, democratic state 
* under cover 1 • 
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Somewhat curiously most, if not 
all revolutionary processes in 
the developing world have and are 
started, because their instigators 
quite often have seen the overt 
wealth amassed in the industria¬ 
lised, capitalist, d emo crati c ( so¬ 
cialist, socalled) world, the, 
heavy industries, the masses of 
industrial products and the what 
they consider the easy life of 
the people. 

There and then the wish and want 
is born to be similar even the 
same. They get their views rein¬ 
forced by education based on the 
perceptions of the ruling cliques 
here in Europe (the USA and Canada 
being just an offshot of *good' 
old Europe), "ut this,education 
also allows them to realise that 
most of the past and present wealth 
in the industrialised world is 
based,on the rawmaterials of their 
•own' countries. Wow add to that 
a revolutionary theory, the fact 
that the overall part of the de¬ 
veloping world are agricultural 
orientated societies, a know¬ 
ledge of wea pons and how to ob¬ 
tain them and the revolutionary 
process can start. 

A revolutionary process which 
very probably will end in failure 
as far**the revolutionary gaols 
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to progress from/with/thro ugh 
the cities and increasingly 
urban areas of the land* The 
capitalist orientated economy 
which dominates the capita—, 
list, democratic state is as 
we all know by now, based on 
profit. And in order to main¬ 
tain this profitjit has to 
increase. At almost ot even 
all costs. This leads to a 
forced rationalisation and 
m achini sa ti on of labour and 
a n increase of the concent 
tration of money and its own 
accumulation capital. All 
this leads to a concentration 
of political power which 
in a capitalist state fol** 
lows the same rules. From 
often federal political struc¬ 
tures to more and more cen¬ 
tralised structures. 


The process of centralisation 
of political power starts 
most often with the internal 
army of the state, the po« 
lice. The police becomes 
rao^tre and more army-like. 

The state needs the police 
to maintain the capitalist 
profitorientated system and 
its accompanied political 
power.

We all know, or at least* we 
should know, that past and 
present revolutionary proces¬ 
ses had an almost intolerable 
hi^V* toll o^* human lives and 
even that did not lead to a 
real change of conditions* so 
it helped very much to foment 
more and mors resistance. The 
second revolution could be¬ 
come even bloodier then the 
first one, when we look at 
the present and likely future 
technological means of repres¬ 
sion and liberation. But com¬ 
rades if we instigate more ac- 
tivley and more intelligently 
and more speedily the ongoing 
revolutionary process the hu¬ 
man death toll might bv less 
compared with the past and 
present. So whenever possible 
we should use non—violent 
means to achieve a particular 
aim in the revolutionary pro¬ 
cess. 
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Having said that, I should no ■ 
be accused of being afraid of 
violent means against the 
state. I believe that when 
the state behaves, plans, acts 
or just expresses violent thin¬

to take one or some of these bas¬ 
tards si avemanagers into custody 
to convince him or her that the 
material possessions he/sJie has 
amassed are only secondary to 
gaining his/her relative freedom 
in this decadent capitalist so¬ 
ciety. And we as revolutionaries 
we should not hesitate one moment 
to punish a company and/or their 
managers when they behaved unrea¬ 
sonable towards their employees 
or customers or the enviroment. 


Certainly we anarchists do not 
believe in punishment, but the 
type of punishment I talk here is

So let me make an a11emp t to 
point out how the economy in 
the coming’ anarchist society 
will propbably work. 

When we look at the economy 
under the present political 
nonsense, then we have to re¬ 
alise that the increasing 
difficulties are due to the 
existence of money/capital 
and the state as an institu¬ 
tion. The state exists with 
the main aim to bring as much 
benefit to the people living 
in, that state, as possible* 
That sounds good, does it? 

But their is a hitch or two 
or even more. The main hitch 
I think: is, that the state as 
an institution has to be go¬ 
verned, this creates a ruling 
class and they, in each state 
relative seperate, at least 
in principle, create an econo¬ 
mic system which serves them 
best. In the short run (his¬ 
torically). 

When the individual state and 
its ruling class and its eco¬ 
nomic system feel not longer 
strong enough alone, they get 
together with similar ones#.* 
COMECOW, EEC etc. But when - 
the ruling class believes(ed) 
that with expanding the stats 
the problems would disappear, 
then they have to realise that 
they are wrong. Certainly with 
a bigger state some^probl ems 
can be managed better, for ex¬ 
ample competition with other 
capitalist or even potential 
capitalist ruling classes# 

The final could and probably 
will be one state, one govern¬ 
ment, one currency, one form 
of economic system yfc api tali sm 
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^e-it, what is likely plain state 
capitalism, running under the name 
of communism or a mixed capitalist 
state, where part of the economy is 
state owned and part is relative 
privately owned. Thn problems of 
profit, ownership, want and need 
will still trouble the super state 
as well, that people are forced to 
work in even more boring jobs then 
at present. But then it will be 
really time to come forward and na~ 
king it plain to our fellow human 
beings, that the state's economic 
system and also the (unlikely) 
wishy-washy will going on exploi¬ 
ting us, going on poison our en— 
viroment, going on educate us to 
be mental,intellectual slaves, going 
on ravishing natural resources, then 
probably already from the deep sea. 

We will find open ears when we 
say that all economic production 
can be done without money, that 
there is no longer the need to pro¬ 
duce useless products, created by 
the advertising industry for and on 
behalf of the state and its ruling 
class. And that the products for 
which tfiere is a need will .produced 
by the people who need them with 
the eventually specialised skills 
of people living elsewhere. The 
anarchist economy is based on the 
principle of self suf f i ci ency, that 
means that for a start all (or at 
least HOST of the food needed in 
the community is growed by the 
same community. Where it is useful 
large scale production can be in¬ 
troduced. Some, many may argue but 
where do you want to grow the large 
amounts of food,for example here in 

real uroblem I will say. 
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First much of the land available 
and suitable for agricultural pro¬ 
duction is either misused or under¬ 
used or actually redundant* Look - ~ 
at all the snace taken up in the 
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land -who produce products which 
are not just useless but often 
also harmful. Then when you look 
how much space is taken away f ok 
building highways byways only to 

satisfy the users ©products 
which from an economic point of 
view 6ne of the most uneconomic 
ones! tMi e private car. II o t that 
we anarchist economists would 
deny anybody having a car, but 
it is generally believed, that 
economic sense will enter the 
brain of most, probably all peo¬ 
ple, and so they will realise 
that to have,ppo sses a private 
car is not for the: wellbeing of 
the p eopl e* . 

Another point is the 'problem* 
of incentive* ^t is generally 
believed that people will only 
work when they have an incen 
tive, which is in fact a more 
civilized form of force* But 
force, ‘incentive*, threatening 
hunger and starvation will be 
a thing of the past* So people 
will work because they like to 
work* And when you then ask 
yourself the question who likes 
to work? I can tell/answer you 
that people when they have in 
interest in their work and can 
realise it as part of an over¬ 
all progress of humanity, then 
you, me, all of us will begin 
to liking work**** The incen¬ 
tive to work therefore is that 
we like work. * * 


Often the ignorant, the dont 
knows etc* ask you—we need a 
form of exchange, it would be 
possible to go back to barter¬ 
ing: 20 jjound of potatoes for 
doctors treatment of a bad sto¬ 
mach...

If his father had made some¬ 
what enjoyable experiences 
in his school times, he would

The father beings I assu&e, to 
be a member of the working- 
class which has from time to 
time a good measure of igno¬ 
rance towards all forms of au¬ 
thority and that was obviously 
the case here* Even so,.as far 
one can judge (always careful 
in judging anything, even more 
careful when judging people) 
the father had no knowledge of 
the principles of anarchist 
education, but did obviously 
basically the right thing and 
let his son learn when it sui¬ 
ted him. That is one of the ba¬ 
sic orincioles of anarchist

Here I may take comments on 
two pieces in'the—magazine on 
which I can claim to know some 
thing as an anarchist* The 
first is an article which is 
titled Bri tains summer of dis¬ 
content* It dealsi as you may 
have already guessedi with our 
revolutionary (at least partlyj 
festivals in Brixton, Toxteth, 
Moss—side etc. The article 
does not in the slightest ofT- 
fers an arabic-isi amic view of 
it, it just, more or less is 
a rewriting of all the. stuff 
written in Bri tains * free 1 * . ^ 
press*.* Many arabic-isiamic 
people are cynical about wes¬ 
tern culture and I tend to 
agree with them, but from cri¬ 
ticising the west to understan¬ 
ding the resistance in the 
west, is a long way to go * *. 

The other piece is more seri¬ 
ous* ^t deals within one arti¬ 
cle with two books who! have 
isi amic/muslim education as 
their subject* One is called 
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Muslim education is to be a mix¬ 
ture of religious education (bet¬ 
ter to say religious indoctrina¬ 
tion), with the secular (non—re¬ 
ligious parts of knowledge* The 
religious education having priori¬ 
ty* It is clear that islamic reli¬ 
gion has much more penetrated, in¬ 
fluenced peoples mind then Chris¬ 
tianity has achieved, even eo'the* 
results so far have not being as 
bad as from Christianity. But it 
may happen if in practice is put, 
what is said in theory. The aim 
of muslim education seem to be to 
combat westernisation and from 
there developing more staunch 
religious fanatics under the cover 
of islamic faith. 

One of the main parts of muslim 
education is to create the per¬ 
fect human being. (I rather tend 
to believe that muslim education 
will create more people who obey 
religious and as a follow up poli-* - 
tical authority. And to what that 
may lead we experience now in 
this rotten, capitalist society. 


The question who will create the 
ways and means to have following 
generations being educated to¬ 
wards perfect muslims is already 
answered# Muslim £ho lars. And 
they in turn will be selected for 
this monumental task. By whom is 
not visible nor is it readable , 
simply because one is not told... 
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sation which is regarded as evil, 
even more so as it undermined 
old established islamic faith. 

The authors and contributers of- 
these two educational books, nor 
the one who wrote the artivle in 
that new arabic/isi amic magazine 
have obviously never read Summer- 
hill ahd so could have grasped the 
the valu® of free education... 


What will be come of people who 
are indoctrinated with fear of - 
religious punishment in a world • 
of tomorrow where the oil and 
rawmaterials will be if not di»—• 
appearing but become gravely 
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short and people will only he 
ahle to survive when they work 
together injthe spirit of coope¬ 
ration and not of competition? 
How will people react when tney 
are forced by their religious 
and political leaders for the 
sake of god or all ah or even 
buddha to fight other people 
only to learn afterwards that 
we are all humans after all* 

To believe inpeligion is to be¬ 
lieve in authority and believe 
in authority has always led 
people fighting each others a 
holy war whivh for the unfortu¬ 
nately victims ends in most 
cases irideath and further ma¬ 
terial enrichment of their 
surviving 1eaders—political an 
and religious*• 

So what can be done about it? 

A attempt to slow down the ad¬ 
vance of isi amic education and 
its possible success is to 
start and translate careful 
basic anarchist literature into 
the arabic language and so 
hopefully seed the seed of 
freedom also more deep into 
the emerging people of Arabia* 

In addition to- the above we 
have to make it plain to our 
fellow arabic humans that we 
as anarchist® are as much - 
against western'or for that or¬ 
der communist decadence and 
materialism^ That will not be 
a n easy task* but it has to 
be done* 

As a hopeful sign I may conclu¬ 
de this writing, that I have 
met already a number of young 
arabic people who are extremely 
critical of what they exp eri~* 
ence in the industrialise# 
world and so have already more 
than just an open ear and eys 
for anarchist arguments* 

So my dear comrades let our¬ 
selves being burdening with 
another mammoth task: to fur¬ 
ther the ananchist revolutio¬ 
nary.process not Just among our¬ 
selves but also among" the 
aratric people, men, women and 
children* *•
